Officer Simmons Breaks Wrist. 


Traffic Officer Ralph Simmons had 


the 
misfortune Friday 
evening to 


fracture one of the small bones in his 
left wrist when he 
fell from his 


motorcycle on Chestnut street near 
the school building. He was riding 
close to the curbing: and "when he at- 
tempted to get out into the road- 
way one wheel hit the curbing and the 
motorcycle topple over. Simmons' arm 
doubled tinder him as he fell. 
The 


officer thought that the wrist was only 
sprained and lie-did not consult Dr. 
D. H. Mills tmttl Saturday morning. 
Dr. Mills discovered the fracture and 
Simmons will carry his arm in splints 
for some weeks. 


Without doubt the most interesting 


and important development at the 
hearing befort Public 'Service Com- 
missioner Blakeslee at Binghamton on 
Saturday, at the adjourned hearing on 
•-ho application of the Southem New 
York Railway for approval of its de- 
termination to abandon the .Normal 
llr.e In this city, was the intimation 
made by Commissioner Blakeslee that 
the commission Vill of necessity be 
required to either consent to the aban- 
donment of the line or require the 
company to rebuild the line so that it 
will be safe for operation and that 
the streets over which it operates 
may be put into condition so that they 
can be permanently improved. Evi- 
dently it is the opinion of the com- 
missioner that in justice both to the 
city and to the company the road 
cannot be allowed to continue to op- 
erate this line without making it serv- 
iceable for the public and it possible 
for the city to improve the streets in 
question. 
The state 
education 
department 


came into the controversy also. At- 
torney Thomas J. Mangan, of Bing- 
hamton, a member of the board of 
regents, appeared at the hearing and 
presented a communication signed by 
Augustus S. Dovrning, deputy commis- 
sioner of education, addressed to the 
commission, urging in behalf of the 
department that there are no means 
of transportation between the union 
station and the State Normal build- 
i:ig other than the trolley line, except 
taxi service, which exacts a fee ot $1,' 
nnd that the welfare of the school 
requires that the trolley company con- 
tinue to operate this line for the bene- 
fit of the faculty, students and visitors 
to the building. The communication 
was a long one and followed much 
the same reasoning as that advanced 
by Dr. P. I. Bugbee in arguing that 
the company be required to continue 
to operate the line. 
It was placed 


among the exhibits and Attorney Man- 
gan joined Attorney Bockes in the 
conduct of the case for the opposition. 


Opposition's Star Witness. 


Attorney Boclces then called John 


A. Giles, former city engineer of Bing- 
hamton, now in private practice in 
that city, who. after qualifying, testi- 
fied that he had made an examination 
of the Normal line on Friday and that 
the line could be put into service- 
able condition for at least three years 
of operation by the outlay of $3,500. 
This sum included 500 new ties at 
$1 each. 10 poles at $20 each, 12 tons of 
new rails at $35 per ton, the labor of 
20 men for 20 days at 35 cents an hour, 
ballasting at a. cost of J600, and re- 
ouisite new spikes, fish plates, etc., 
bringing the total cost to $3,500. 


On cross examination by Mr. Willis. 


Mr. Giles said that he had examined 
only 10 of the 03 poles on the line, 
20 or 30 ties and the overhead con- 
struction only from the ground. He 
found 28 places where broken ends 
of rails made the road rough and that 
the rails had been imbedded in many 
places in the rotten ties, also causing 
the "oad to be rough. Mr. Giles would 
not Tnake a contract to put the road 
in condition at the figure named, as 
b,e la not In the construction business: 
hut declared that he helie\ed it fair 
to the company and to the commis- 
sion to testify that the work could bu 


done at the price. He thought the 
repairs suggested would put the road 
In »uch condition-that were he city 
engineer of O.neonia he would be wil- 
ling to proceed with plans to improve 
htivotz traversed by the line.

Bockes. 
Mr. Gurney stated that he 


accompanied Mr. Giles during ih« in- 
spection and .agreed from the haq{y 
inspection made that the overhead 
construction was in fair condition, lie 
testified that in many places the rails 
iiivo been imbedded deep into decayed

Andrew nnd Adam Poe, two broth- 


ers, were scouts in the pioneer day* 
of Ohio. 
One day when the Toe 


brothers were leading a party on the 
trail of a band of Indians who had 
raided the settlomcnta, they left their 
men to try to locate the savages. The 
brothers became separated. 
On the 


bank of a river Ajidrew came upon a 
giant Wyandot clilef and • smaller 
Indian who were standing with their 
rifles cocked but looking In another 
direction. 


roe's rifle missed fire when he shot 


_t the chief and the Indians at once 
discovered him. Before they could 
shoot, the scout sprang upon them, 
seizing both around tlie neck. 
Xhe 


•mail Indian Jerked loose first and 
•while the chief held Poe, his com- 
panion tried to get In a death blow 
with bis tomahawk. Andrew allowed 


academy during the years 1801 to 1911, 
inclusive.

Ntarly One-Third Athlete*. 


Of the 1,761 graduates of the Naval 


academy during thl« period 502 quali- 
fied as athletes by winning a lirst or 
second letter In some branch.

those who did not qualify as such. 


Two hundred ana fifty-five of thB 


602 athletes of this period were In- 
cluded In the upper half ot the class 
grouped scholastic-ally, nnd 247 were 
in the lower half. 
A like proportion 


was indicated when a class was di- 
vided In order to restore the four-year 
cours* after the war. It wns found 
that there was a slight advantage oc 
the part ot the athletes, rather more 
than half being In the upper group of 
scholars. 


The slight scholastic advantage ex- 


tends to tho midshipmen who have 
won letters in one or two sports, but 
It Is notable that It did not extend 
to those who had won three letters, 
Indicating that they have been in ac- 
tive training for an athletic 
team 


during practically the whole of the 
scholastic year. 


The average standing of a midship- 


man who had won one letter was 48.84 
In a hundred, and that of a two-letter 
man 40.11. 
Thfe standing of three-let- 


ter men, however, fell to B5.14.

now the rule at the academy that a 
midshipman may Join but two team 
squads during the scholastic year.
